Caxson, May 21. 

In the Second Judicial District 
Court in Carson to-day Judge King 
dissolved the Kleio Injunction against 
the Asylum Commissioners. Judge 
King decided for the defendants on 
all the objections raised. He holds 
that the ubligations of the State to 
support her insane are set out in the 
constitution, and quotes the decision 
of the Supreme Court} on the Opium’ 
‘aw ia support cf the correctness of 
title as covering two subjects on the 
same matter. He holds the title of 
the Asylum bill to be good. Also 
that the care of the insane contem- 
plates the erection of buildings as well 
as their Maintenance. 

Further, that the use of school 
moneys contemplated by the Asylum 
act is within the provision of the con- 
stitution, and that the State is by the 
constitution entitled to borrow money 
to mect the charge of its insane. 
Although notin full this is the sub- 
stance of Judge King’s decision. 

[The Gazerre has called attention 
to the question upon the bill's title as 
being entirely frivolous. The other 
questions involved, as treated by the 
GazeTTe, have been more than sus- 
tained by Judge King's decision. The 
people will get their unanimous Wish 
now—an asylum—uoless plaintiff re- 
fuses to bring his case promptly as 
hitherto promised.|—Ep.Gazetre
